THE ORGANIC FACTORS IN EVOLUTION 


Mr. Bland’s Silver Bill 
Taken Up. 


Secretary Carlisle Interested in 
the Measure, 


He Makes Certain Objections 
| Thereto. 


The Railroad Men Present a Protest in the 
Senate—Senator Stewart's Resolution 
on the Bond Issue Discussed— 
' Other Capital News. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(By the As- 
scefated Press.) The deadlock on Rep- 
resentative Bland’s silver seigniorage 
bill was broken after four hours’ con- 
tinuous filibustering today when, by 
a vote of 176 ‘to 4, the houge carried his 
motion to go into committee of the 
whole for Génsideration of the bill. 
The Eastern Democrats andthe great 


mass of Republicans made a determined 


opposition, but Mr. Bland was victo- 
rious. On the final vote sixteen Repub- 
licans and all the Populists voted with 
him, while twenty-two Democrats join- 
ed ‘the remainder of the Republicans in 
refusing to vote. It is thoroughly un- 
derstood that qutte a number of Dem- 
ocrats who voted with Mr. Bland were 
not in favor of certain modifications of 
‘the bill, although they would not 
carry their opposition to the extent of 
voting against consideration. 

It is also well known that Secretary 
Carlisle and the a@ministration gener- 
ally oppose the bill in its present form. 
After consideration of the bill began, 
Secretary Carlisle arrived at the Capi- 
tol and had a conference with several 
leading Democrats of the House, as 
well as those Democrats who were man- 
aging the filfbuster, and just before 
adjournment the announcement was of- 
ficflally. made oh the floor by Represen- 
‘tative Tracey that no further attempt 
to filibuster against the consideration 
of the bill would be made. This is 
taken to mean that a compromise has 
been agreed upon and that certain con- 
cessions will be made in line with the 
suggestions of Secretary Carlisle who,

The right of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue United States bonds 
at this time was again the subject of 
controversy in the Senate today. The 
resolution of Senator Stewart came up 
under the rules and the motion made 
by Senator Butler to refer to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary proved to be the 
only opposition. Senator Quay took a 
decided stand in favor of disposing of 
the matter in open Senate instead. of 
giving it a decent burial by referring 
it to the committee from which it 
would never emérge and intimated that 
Senator Sherman gave to the country 
an apparent justification of Secretary 
Carlisle’s action when the Ohio Sena- 
tor clearly knew it to be illegal. 

A strong speech was made by Senator 
Tellier in which he depicted the deplor- 
able financial condition of the country 
and called upon his Republican col- 
leagues to bear their fair share of the 
responsibilities of the cause and not at- 
tempt to throw upon the dominant 
party the entire burden of devising 
remedies for the impending panic. The 
resolution finally went over. 

Senator Wolcott today presented an

Senator Morrill made a point that the 
effect of the adoption of such -a reso- 
lution would be to deny the power of 
the Secretary to re-issue United States 
notes returned to him in the course of 
treasury business. 

Senator Quay opposed reference of 
the resolution to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. “The Senators from South Caro- 
lina (Butler) and Ohio (Sherman) will 
know,” said he, “that to refer it to 
that committee means simply to give 
it a decent burial. The result will go 
out to the world as a justification of 
what the Senator from Ohio knows to 
be an illegal act.” 

Senator Teller said the recent pur- 
chase of United States bonds was a 
“‘forced’’ purchase. The Secretary of 
the Treasury had in New York stated 
to the bankers that if these bonds 
were not floated there would be a 
panic, @ greater panic than the one 
last fall, and it was to avoid a panic 
that they reluctantly purchased bonds. 

“IT am not speaking as a partisan or 
a silver man,” said Mr. Teller, “but 
I want to know what the American 
Congress is going to do with this ques- 
tion of deficiency. Everybody knows 
from the experience of the Secrétary of 
the Treasury that no more 5-per cent. 
bonds on a 3-per cent. basis can be 
sold. It is morally certain that if an- 
other $50,000,000 were offered it would 
be a fatfure.’’ 

Senator Call opposed reference and 
presented a resolution declaring it the 
duty of Congress to pass a law legaliz- 
ing the recent issue of bonds, as he be- 
lieved that without such a law the 
bonds now being sent out would be 
without validity or legal effect. 

In opposing the motion for reference, 
Senator Peffer contended that the Sec- 
tary of the Treasury had not even 
pretended that the money derived from 
the bonds was to be used for redemp- 
tion purposes. 

At 2 o’clock, the matter being still 
undisposed of, the unfinished business 
of the day came up. Senator Stewart 
was granted unanimous consent that 
the resolution retain its place on the 
calendar. The unfinished business was 
the House bill to require railroad com- 
panies operating railroads in the Terri- 
tories, over right-of-way granted by the 
government, to establish stations and 
depots at all town-sites on lines of 
roads established by the Interior De- 
partment. 

Pending discussion of the bill and be- 
fore a vote could be taken on its pas- 
sage, the hour of 3 o'clock arrived and 
the special order was taken up, being 
& memorial resolution in memory of 
Representative Mutchier of Pennsyl- 
vania, who died at the beginning of the 
present Congress. Addresses wete de- 
livered by Senators Quay, Mitchell, 
Hansbrough and several others, and at 
3:25 o'clock the Senate adjourned until 
Monday next. 

During the day Senators Gray and 
Daniel gave notice that they would on 
Monday address the Senate on the 
Hawaiian question. 

HOUSE. — Representative Bland 
moved to go into committee of the 
whole to consider his silver seigniorage 
bill. It was lost for the lack of a 
quorum, 106 to 6. A quorum was 
finally secured, 177 to 4, and the House 
went into committee of the whole. 

Representative Hatch took the chair, 
and Mr. Bland took the floor in ad- 
vocacy of the bill. He entered at once 
upon an explanation of the provisions 
of the bill, but, without concluding his 
speech, yielded to a motion that the 
committee rise, an arrangement having 
been made that filibustering was to 
cease. With this understanding, upon 
Bland’s motion so much of the resolu- 
tion passed last night as directed the 
sergeant-at-arms to arrest the abB- 
sentees was revoked. At 4:50 p.m. the 
House adjourned. 


PROTECTIONISTS. 


The Republican Senators to Vote Against the 
Tariff Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The possible attitude 
of the silver Republicans with refer- 
ence to the tariff bill has been a theme 
of considerable talk about the Senate 
since the Wilson bill reached that body. 
Inquiry develops the fact that they 
will, without exception, oppose the bill 
for two reasons. They are  protec- 
tionists in principle and some of them 
think that if the tarif€ could be aj- 
lowed to remain as it is at present it 
would be in the interest of silver. They 
argue that if the tariff is changed and 
hard times continue many will be dis. 
posed to find in this change the cause 
of the depression, whereas if the tariff 
is allowed to remain as it is and times 
do not improve it will at once become 
apparent that the tariff had not caused 
the dullness, and people will be led to 
believe that it was due -to the scarcity 
of money. 

While, however, the silver Republi- 
can Senators will oppose the bill, wil) 
| vote against it and will make special 
‘efforts to defeat the clauses bearing 
upon the special interests of their sey- 
eral States, it is probable that some 
of them will not aid.their Republican 
colleagues in securing delay upon the 
passage of the bill. 


OUR BREADSTUFFES. 


Consul Parker Says English Trade is In- 
creasing. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Consul Parker at 
Birmingham sends. a report to the State 
Department on American wheat and 
flour trade in the English midlands. 
He estimates the increase in the 
amount of flour received from the 
United States at 79 per cent. in four 
years. He declares the dependence of 
Great Britain on the United States for 
a considerable portion of her bread- 
stuffs is completely established, and is 
far more likely to increase than to de- 
crease,

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The Kearsarge is Lost 
on a Reel. 


She Was Proceeding to the 
Nicaraguan Coast. 


Officers and Crew Reported to 
Be Safe Ashore. 


Another Mishap for Admiral Stanton—Com- 
mander Heyerman the Responsible 
Individual—Lieut. Brainard 
Goes for Relief. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Féb. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated. Press.) The Navy Department 
received a dispatch today from Colon 
sent by Lieut. Brainard of the U.S.S., 
Kearsarge, saying that the vessel was 
wrecked on Roncidore reef February 
2. The officers and crew were saved. 


The Kearsarge, by last report, sailed 
from Hayti for Bluefields, Nicaragua, 
to look after American interests in 
connection with the trouble between 
Nicaragua and Honduras. It is sup- 
posed the vessel is a total wreck. The 
vessel was one of the oldest in the navy 
and had a splendid history. 

Roncadore Reef is about 200 miles 
from the Mosquito Coast, Central Amer- 
ica, and is well known to mariners as 
a dangerous impediment to navigation, 
surrounded by swift and dangerous 
tides. It is not known how Lieut Brain- 
ard reached Colon, but it is presumed 
that the shipwrecked crew may have 
reached Pravidence Island, some sev- 
enty-five miles to leeward of the reef. 
A cablegram was at once sent to Brain- 
ard to charter a steamer and proceed 
to the relief of the crew. Some time 
ago the officers of the Nicaragua Canal 
Company were wrecked on the same 
reef. 

Admiral Stanton was on the Kear- 
sarge. When the steamers New York 
and Detroit were sent to Rio the Kear- 
sarge was made the flagship of the 
North Atlantic squadron, and Admiral 
Stanton, after making his peace with 
Secretary Herbert, over the incident of 
saluting the insurgent flag at Rio, was 
ordered to command the North Atlantic 
station with the Kearsarge as flagship. 

The officers on board were: Admiral 
Oo. F. Stanton, Commanding Officer F. 
Heyerman, Lieuts. C. A. Ford, C. H. 
Lyman and E. T. Walling; Junior Lieu- 
tenants John Hood and F. B. Brain- 
ard: Ensigns H. G. Gates and Thomas 
McGruder; Naval Cadets L. 8. Thomp- 
son, T. L. Stitt, T. S. Borden, J. B. 
McCormick, Walter Ball and D. A. 
Malion; Past Surgeon G. B. Lumsden, 
Assistant Surgeon M. W. Barnum, Pay- 
master J. A. Ring, Chief Engineer B. C. 
Gowin, and First Lieutenant of Ma- 
rines C. L. A. Ingate. The crew was 
composed of 200 sailors and marines. 

It is conjectured that the Kearsarge 
went aground on the reef at night and 
foundered. Lieut. Brainard seems to 
have got aboard a small boat and suc- 
ceeded in getting to Colon in six days. 
Relief can reach the ship in less time 
than that. 

The wreck adds another misfortune 
to those which have befallen Rear-Ad- 
miral Stanton. He was summarily re- 
lieved from command of the South 
Atlantic station for saluting Mello, the 
insurgent admiral, and ordered to 
Washington. His explanation of his 
action caused Secretary Herbert to de- 
tach him from command of the South 
Atlantic by placing him in command 
of the home station. He sailed from 
New York January 10 and joined the 
Kearsarge at Port au Prince in the 
latter part of the month. 

As soon as the ship’s company has 
been transported to a place of safety 
and the fate of the Kearsarge definitely 
known a court of inquiry will be ap- 
pointed to investigate the circum- 
stances and fix the responsibility. The 
officials say the ship’s company is in 
no danger, and that they will be able 
to get along all right until the ar- 
rival of relief. 

The navigation of a naval vessel rests 
entirely with the commander and hi& 
assistants and the admiral never inter- 
feres in the matter. He directs the 
general movements of a flagsnip but 
leaves the details of routes and man- 
agement of the ship entirely to the 
e¢ommanding officer. Therefore it would 
appear that Commander Heyerman will 
be held responsible for the loss of the 
vessel, and on him will devolve the 
task of showing that the accident was 
-unavoidable. He will look to the officer 
on deck at the time of the wreck for 
a complete explanation of the circum- 
stances. Exactly who was at fault 
will not be known here until fuller de- 
tails have been received. 

Commander Heyerman was placed in 
command of the Kearsarge about three 
months ago. She made a short cruise 
between home ports to blow up derelicts 
ard assist in the trial of several new 
warships. Several weeks ago the Kear- 
sarge sailed for San Domingo, where 
a revolution had started. The trouble 
was €0on over without necessity for 
interference on the part of the Kear- 
sarge. She then cruised around the is- 
lands in the vicinity, where she was 
joined at Port au Prince by Admiral 
Stanton.

STORY OF THE WRECK. 
NEY YORK, Feb. 8—A Colon spe- 
cial to the Herald gives the following 
account.of the wreck of the Kearsarge, 


The disaster occurred at 7 p.m. last 
Friday. The Kearsarge was under 
both sail and steam at the time, and 
was going about ten knots when she 
struck. A heavy sea was running, 
and the character of the reefs in these 
waters was well known to the Kear- 
sarge officers; evident safety lay in 
forcing her as far up on the reef as 
possible before she began to break 
up. Accordingly she was at once light- 
ened up by heaving her guns over- 
board. One of the first to go was her 
splendid old eleven-inch after-pivot 
gun that did such terrible execution 
on the Alabama in the famous fight 
in 1864. Next the masts were cut 
away. . 

It would have been madness to at- 
tempt to make a landing in such a@ sea 
in the intense darkness of a tropical 
night, and therefore there was nothing 
to be done but to wait till morning. 
The terrible night was passed, the 
waves pounding heavily over the stern 
and weather side as she swung more 
and more broadside. On Saturday 
morning a line was got ashore, and all 
hands were finally landed safely. 

Owing to the manner in which the 
waves swept the decks and filled the 
hold only a little fresh water and a 
small quantity of provisions could be 
saved. Three boats were got ashore, 
but little injured, as there is almost 
no water on the reef, and about two 
hundred men were camped there with 
a trifling supply, one of the boats was 
immediately put in order to go to Old 
Providence for relief. Lieut. F. R. 
Brainerd and Cadet Stitt, with a picked 
crew of volunteers left. On reaching 
Old Providence and finding there was 
nothing capable of taking off the ship- 
wrecked crew, they came on to Colon 
for assistance. When they left Ron- 
cador the Kearsarge was breaking up 
fast. 

SHOULD HAVE BEEN RETIRED. 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—The Daily News 
has a pleasant word to say of the Kear- 
Sarge, and remarks that the old ship 
deserved to be honored with @ place on 
the retired-list of the American navy. 
She has claims upon national gratitude 
only second to those of the Constitution. 


A NICE POINT. 


The Income Tax and the President and 
Supreme Justices. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Federal Consti- 
tution provides that the compensation 
of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall not be diminished during their 
terms of office and that the President's 
compensation shall not be increased 
or diminished during his term of of- 
fice. In view of this the question has 
arisen as to the power of Congress to 
make the income tax applicable to 
these officers. 

When the war income tax was levied 
in 1863 Chief Taney wrote a letter to 
Secretary of the Treasury Chase de- 
claring that in his opinion the law was 
unconstitutional as it tmpaired the in- 
dependence of the co-ordinate branches 
of the government. It was at the 
same time one which could not be ju- 
dicially determined becatise every 
member of the Supreme Court would 
be an interested party, barred from 
considering it. After the war Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Richardson re- 
funded to the Justices the money with- 
held under the tax. 


MRS. LEASE. 
The Supreme Court of Kansas Sdstains Her 
Case 


TOPEKA, Feb. 8.—(By the Associated 

Press.) The Supreme Court today de- 
cided that Gov. Lewelling had no 
authority to remove Mrs. Mary E. 
Lease from the State Board of Chari- 
ties. 
. The court was unanimous, the Popu- 
list member concurring with two Re- 
publicans. The court holds that the 
Governor had no right to remove Mrs. 
Lease or appoint a successor as she 
was appointed for a year and con- 
firmed by the Senate unless charges 
are preferred and sustained, and that 
Freeborn, who has been acting as 
her successor, is an usurper.

COLUMBIA (Miss.,) Feb. 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Will Purvis was 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged, 
as a member of the gang of Whitecaps 
who assassinated William Buckley of 
Marion county, and yesterday was the 
day fixed for the execution. The Sher- 
iff undertook to carry out the sentence, 
but the rope broke and the spectators 
interceded for Purvis, who has always 
claimed to be innocent.

BANDITS 


Sheriff Scott Hunts 
Them Down. 


The Cabin of Evans and 
Morrell Found. 


Three Shots are Fired by the 
Searching Party. 


The Brother Jonathan Said to Have Been 
Found—Kern County Fruit-growers— 
A Tramp Killed — The 
Meagher Case. 


By Telegraph to The_ Times. 

FRESNO, Feb. 8.—(By the Associated 
Press.) Judging from news received 
this evening from the mountains of 
Tulare, the course of the. notorious 
bandit, Chris Evans, and his partner, 
Ed Morrell, will soon be run. About 
5 o'clock on .Tuesday evening part of 
Sheriff Scott's posse surprised Evans 
and Morrell at one of their hiding 
places between Camp Badger and. the 
Sequoia Mills, and the bandits, who 
had done so much ~boasting, fled 
hastily in their shirt-sleeves, not even 
taking time to fire a shot at their pur- 
suers, 

After the encounter at Slick Rock, 
last Sunday, Sheriff Scott went at once 
to.Camp Badger and, with a posse and! 
two others engaged in the vicinity, took 
the trail, and persistently pursued it. 
The posse engaged in scouting the ter- 
ritory above Camp Badger was com- 
posed of two squads, acting in concert. 
One party was searching a thick 
growth of manzanita chapparel and 
scrub oak that makes such a tangle- 
mat on those hillsides that it is almost 
impossible to crawl through it. The 
squad found a narrow trail that had 
been cut out where the growth was 
thinnest, and, finding tracks there, they 
knew at once that they were on the 
trail of the bandits, as they were satis- 
fied the latter were in the vicinity. 
This warrow trail was cut out wnder- 
neath the bushes, so that the officers 
had to crawl to get through. 

About a quarter of a mile from the 
Camp Badger road they broke through 
this tangled brush, and, as they did 
so Will Henry saw Evans and Morrell 
in their shirt-sleeves legging it away 
from a@ well-hid hut under the cliff inte 
a copse on the other side of the can- 
yon. They fired three shots after them 
without effect. 

Further pursuit at the time was 
impossible, it being too dark, so the 
officers investigated the hiding-place of 
the bandits. The cabin, which is hid 
under an overhanging rock and by the 
scrub growth, was built of rough 
lumber, evidently obtained from Moore 
& Smithers’ mill by some sympathizer 
and brought to the proper point on the 
grade and packed down to the bottom 
of the canyon. In the cabin they 
found the bandits’ rubber and cloth 
overcoats and over five hundred rounds 
of ammunition and a large quantity of 
provisions. They. also found Evans's 
false hand, which the bandit claimed 
was of so much service to him.’ 

The fugitives managed to get away 
with their Winchesters, but all ammu- 
nition they had was in their belts. 
After taking possession of the ammuni- 
tion left by the bandits, the cabin was 
destroyed. The posse resumed the trail 
on the following morning and followed 
the bandits to Eshon Valley, across it, 
and up the mountains. It is almost 
certain they will be run down within 
a day or so. Sheriff Scott 4nd Deputy . 
Miles returned to Reedly today, ex- 
hausted by the rough trip.

They Select Los Angeies for Their Nez?

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)

THE BROTHER JONATHAN. 


A Diver Claims to Have Located the Old 
Vessel’s Hull. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—(By the 
“Associated Press.) if thé story told by 
John F. Ryan, the submarine diver, is 
true, the ill-starred« steamer Brother 
Jonathan has at last been found after 
‘being almost thirty years at the bottom 
of the sea. The Brother Jonathan was 
lost on July 3, 1865, somewhere about 
ten miles northwest of Crescent City. 
and 147 of the passengers and crew 
perished. There was $1,000,000 in treas- 
ure on board and dozens of parties 

‘have sought systematically for the 
sunken hull at various times. 

Ryan is in this city and his story 
of his discovery of the’ wreck is sub- 
stantiated by a ship’s bucket bearing 
-the name “Brother Jonathan’’ in brass 
Jetters, which he picked up on the 
deck of the wreck. He says: ‘Several 
-years ago, while captain of a steamer 
running on Puget’ Sound, an old man 
named G. W. Hill, hearing that I was 
B& sumbarine diver, told me that he was 
assistant engineer of the Brother Jon- 
athan when she foundered and was 
‘one of the nineteen survivors of the 
awful disaster. He could take me to 
the scene of the wreck and was sure 
‘The could locate the exact spot where 
she went down. 

“A few months ago he came to me 
again and accepted his offer. After 
arriving in the vicinity of where the 
ship went down we located her in a 
remarkably short time in several hun- 
dred feet of water. I went down to 
the vessel, walked across her deck and 
all around her. There was not light 
enough for me to see at all, and I 
‘~had to feel my way everywhere. Ap- 
parently the Brother Jonathan is in ex- 
cellent condition and I have hope of 
raising her. From what I learn, the 
‘gold in the ship is locked up in dif- 
ferent parts of the vessel,and with the 
eid of light I anticipate no difficulty 
in locating it. In the spring I shall 
make preparations and recover the lost 
treasure.”’

RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 8—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) Peixotto gave a 
big reception to United States Minister 
Thompson and Rear Admiral Benham 
today. The general belief is that the 
rebellion is practically at an end, and 
that it is not likely there will be any 
more fighting: of importance, as the 
Presidential election will now take up 
the attention of both parties. 

TO INTERCEPT THE SQUADRON. 

BUENOS AYRES, Feb. 8.—Dispatches 
from Rio say that daiiy cannonading is 
still kept up, but with less vigor than 
formerly. The warship Aquidaban and 
another insurgent vessel have left the 
harbor and it is supposed they intend 
to intercept BPeixotto’s new squadron 
and challenge it to surrender on the 
outside, where it could have no sup- 
port from the government forts. 

RECOGNITION REFUSED. 

ROME, Feb. 8.—The government has 
been approached by agents of the Bra- 
zilian insurgents, who have suggested 
that it was high time that Italy recog- 
nize the insurgents as belligerents, on 
the ground that they have established 
an independent government, control the 
greater portion of the eastern part of 
Brazil, and have been waging war 
against Peixotto since September last. 
The reply of the Italian government 
was to the effect that Italy was not 
disposed to recognize the insurgents 
as belligerents. 

BPNHAM’S EXAMPLE. 

LONDON, Feb. 8.—Secretary Bertie 
of the Foreign Office received a deputa- 
tion from British shipowners today, 
who urged that the British commander 
at Rio de Janeiro be instructed to see 
that all British vessels were enabled 
to discharge cargoes at the wharves 
without molestation. , 

The deputation spoke in the warmest

I hear from a good source that she was 
struck twice, but without material in- 
jury. Two men were slightly wounded, 
sufficiently so to require being sent to 
the hospital. 
“As near as could be counted the 
shots fired at the Aquidaban were 100, 
in return to which the Aquidaban fired 
twenty-five! times. This is taken by 
naval experts to indicate an armored 
ship is practically exempt from’ harm 
from a shore battery.”

EFFECT OF FLYING MACHINES, 
They Would Open Up Vast Tracts ef Land 
to Usefulness. 

Samuel Cabot, a manufacturing chem- 
ist of Boston, is interested in flying ma- 
chines. At present he is trying to dis- 
cover the best form of aerial screw— 
one which will give the greatest push 
with the least amount of power. In an 
interview with a reporter of the Boston 
Traveler, he said: ‘““‘Two questions have 
been frequently asked, which, perhaps, it 
will be worth while to answer now, and 
as part of my reply will Le in the form 
of a prophecy, this ‘credo’ may be worth 
the ouble of préservation to .compare 
with the developments of the future. 
What important service can flight in air 
serve? axim, Langley and all who have 
studied the subject thoroughly agree that 
the speed of aeriation will greatly exceed 
that of any terrestrial locomotion. From 
this follows an entire economic change . 
in the direction of immense 
tracts of comparatively worthless terri- 
tory at distances from twenty to forty 
miles from cities much more available. 
There would also result the relegating 
of city property in large measure to busi- 
ness and storage purposes. This would, 
to a large extent, accomplish what Henry 
George sighs for, but would do it by 
means which do not involve any wrong 
to the land-owner by the wage-earner. 
With flying navies, capable of carrying 
unseen at night large quantities of ex- 
plosives to the center of a city, war 
would become so destructive that it would 
soon be supplanted by arbitration as a 
matter of common sense and self-preser- 
vation. 

“Arbitration once established, an inter- 
national police system, controlling na- 
tions as we do individuals, and enforcing 
the decrees of 0 arbitration, 
would! be enormously assisted by this 
power of rapid, and, if necessary, de- 
structive patrolliag.

GOOD ROADS. . 

The question of road improvement 
has come to the front rapidly in the 
United States during the past few 
years. “Good Roads” is a monthly 
journal devoted to. the subject, pub- 
lished in New York. In a recent issue 
it says: 


“The roads question is finding its 
way into politics. It has a legitimate 
place there because it is a political 
question. When a man is elected to 
public office he is presumed to trans- 
act the business of his State, county or 
town with the same care and prudence 
that a sensible man would exercise 
in the conduct of his personal affairs. 
Every town is a corporation, and every 
town officer is a director in that cor- 
poration, and directly responsible for 

proper management of the cor- 
porate business in which all the stock- 
holders, to-wit, the citizens, are con- 
cerned. It is now becoming a subject 
of inquiry whether a town officer who 
permits his constituents to drag them- 
selves through miles of mire for six 
months in the year without directing 
his official ener®y to cure the miserable 
waste and business paralysis which 
such difficulties of travel entail, is 
worthy of the confidence and support 
of an intelligent voter. In many towns 
in the Eastern States the one pertinent 
question which candidates for office are 
now called upon to answer is, ‘““‘What 
is your position on the roads question?’’ 
In Brocklyn the issue on this point is 
specially prominent. The people of 
that city are becoming heartily sick of 
a municipal government which has re- 
sisted improvement, squandered the 
public money and brought benefit to 
nobody outside particular ring 
which has so long controlled public af- 
fairs in that city. The people have 
paid liberally and have only asked for 
scine results in return for their money. 
It is now a neck-and-neck fight be- 
tween the people and the ring, and the 
air is full of promises that may be dis- 
counted per cent. per cent.”

Statements Corrected. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) ‘“‘The Disgusted 
Parent,” who wrote a letter to The 
Times yesterday about the High School 
has been misinformed, and I desire to 
correct some of his statements. He 
says the air is thick with rumors, 
which is all true, but the rumors are not 
all correct. He says the High School 
should be a matter of deep interest to 
the citizens, but we think there are 
very few who manifest any such inter- 


est. 

The criticisms of the public should 
be received. with caution. He says that 
the past week has been one of jollifica- 
tion all around, but if he will inquire 
of any of the teachers who have been 


find that it is nothing more than what 
has occurred with every graduating 
class. 

To say that there is a lady teacher in 
this school who does not set an ex- 
ample of womanly dignity and pro- 
priety is avery grave charge and can- 
not be proved. If the principal does 
‘not command the yespect of the pupils 
let the “disguste parent” ask the 
opinon of any of the members of the 
class that has just graduated, and he 
will find that they 1 all speak of 
him in the warmest terms of respect. 

In regard to the order and discipline 
some of the teachers who have been 
in the school during the past few years 
have said that it is as good as it has 
ever been, before. 

He says that students in the English 
course are told that they must take a 
foreign language, which is not so. 
Neither is it true that those who take 
Latin are denied the privilege of a 
modern language. 

The laws of health are indeed of 
prime importance, but when pupils 
have had eight years of physiology in 
the primary and grammar grades (as 
the “disgusted parent” will see by the 
last annual report) they ought to be 
ready to discontinue it by the time 
they get into the High School. 

Opinions differ+ widely, even among 
educators, as to how many studies a 
pupil cught to be required to take. 
Pupils in the High School are allowed 
to take four or three. Many parents 
have complained during this week that 
four studies were too much for thelr 
children. If pupils waste one-fourth of 
their time it is the fault of the parent 
and not of the teachers. 

If there is any danger that the High 
School will be dropped from the “‘ac- 
credited list’’ of the University of Cal- 
ifornia this will be news to the Board 
of Education and to the faculty of the 
High School. The professors of the 
university who have visited the school 
thus far this year have inforined the 
teachers that the school still stands, 
with them, in the same high estimate 
that it has always been. 

The total enrollment in tne High 
School for the last year was 557. The 
first semester this year there were 
630 enrolled and there are already en- 
rolled for this semester 645. This does 
not look as though the attendance had 
fallen off from 15 to 20 per cent.

‘night, three hundred and sixty-five 
days out of the year. As far as the 
giving is concerned, the Ladies’ Benev- 
olent Society stands ready to do its 
whole duty, but from this time on I 


-shall respond when cases come 


through the Assoeiated Charities, and 
want it understood that I answer no 
calls at my own door. Every case 
must be reported by the Associated 
Charities, which organization I heart- 
ily indorse, and whose method of in- 
vestigation and work is superior to any 
in operation at the present day, its 
aim being not only to relieve the tem- 
porarily needy, but to uplift by en- 
couragement to self-support. Not to 
make paupers or beggars, but to make 
men and women by a kind, generous 
sympathy added to the helpfulness 
that is necessary for the occasion. That 
this is true charity, no ene will deny, 
and I believe thatif every person will 
thoroughly investigate this matter for 
themselves they will not only be con- 
vinced of its efficacy, but would give it 
their hearty support. 

The rooms of the association, Nos. 
11 and 12, Courthouse, are open to the 
public from 10 o'clock a.m., to 4 p.m., 
daily, and as a personal favor I ask 
that all friends of the Ladies’ Benevo- 
lent Society, as well as all interested 
in charity work, to call and inspect 
the working of this society. This is 
true Christian work, not of this 
church, nor that church, nor any 
church at all, but the broad Christi- 
anity of Christ, which is humanity, 
and if we are Christians, as I hope we 
all are, now is a good time to prove 
our Christianity. “‘By their works ye 
shall know them.”’

The Second Lecture of 


The Principle Which Holds Various 
Stages Together. 


The Germ Theory and a Word 
About Protoplasms. 


The Inheritance of Acquired Character at 
j Present the Battle Ground of Evo- 
_fution—A Plain Talk by 
a Plain Speaker. 


The second of the series of lectures 
by Dr. David Starr Jordan on “‘Evolu- 
tion” attracted an audience at. Unity 
Church last evening even larger than 
that in attendance at the first. 

Dr. Jordan gaid, in speaking of “‘he- 
redity,” the subject announced for the 
evening, that it was the principle that 
held different stages together... It pre- 
vented sudden progress, and alse would 
not permit sudden retrogresston. 

A man usually received about 25 per 
cent. of the qualities which he possesed 
from his father, and an equal amount 
from his mother; albout 6 per cent. was 
received from each of his grandparents 
and a greater or lesser amount from his 
more remote ancestors. There is also 
in each individwal certain inclinations 
to go without himself. 

It was well known thait every living 
being had descended from a germ of 
some sort. It was also known that each 
germ would reproduce with fidelity the 
being from which that germ was cast 
off. 

After treating of some of the older 
theories by which heredity was ex- 
plained, the speaker said that a germ 
at each stage of its growth would 
have an appearance like that of some 
other living being. The law of mutual 
dependence played a prominent part in 
heredity. 

Touching upon protoplasms, he said 
they were very minute. They would 
absorb nutriment through their skins, 
but as they grew larger they would 
become unable to absorb sufficient to 
keep them alive. A’t the oldest stage of 
their development, they would divide 
into separate protoplasms. Each of 
these, however, is insignificant, and by 
a congregation of them a part of the 
cells can perform one function and an- 
other part of them some other. If all 
conditions for the growth and life of 
pretoplasms were favorable, there would 
e a sufficient number of them in a 
drop of stagnant water to fill the ocean 
in about two weeks’ time. 

Cut an angle-worm in two parts, and 
there would be two separate angle- 
worms. This, however, could not be 
done in the case of the larger animals. 
It was seen that as the cells came to 
mutually assist each other, they would 
become mutually dependent. 

It had been demonstrated that th 
nucleus in the germ of a sea urchin 
one variety could be transferred (0 
the germ of another kind with the re- 
sult that the sea urchin hatched would 
be of the kind which had furnished 
the nucleus. It was very probable, 
although, of course it could not be 
demonstrated by actual experiment, 
that if the nucleus of a cat could be 
transferred into the place of the nu- 
cleus in a hen’s egg and _é then 
hatched a cat instead of a chicken 
would be the result. 

In man the mutual dependence of 
the cells is-so great that if they be- 
came separated from the body they 
will die. 

The .speaker. exhibited a number of 
charts showing the development of 
germs and their conditions in different 
stages of such development and ex- 
plained the principle of fertilization by 
which the germs of the male and 
those of the female were required to be 
brought together in order to permit 
the growth of offspring. The develop- 
ment of the germs thus fertilized would 
in course of time follow on one or the 
other of two great lines by becoming 
either male or female. 

It was stated that a’*Japanese natur- 
alist had discovered that if the germ 
in embryo were to be kept warmer 
than natural the result would probably 
be a female. If the temperature were 
kept below the usual_the sex of the 
developed germ wou probably be 
male. It had also been found that 
starvation would have a tendency to- 
ward the development of a male 
rather than a femzde germ. 

In the lower orders of animal life the 
parent would in many cases die at 
the time or soon after the birth of off- 
spring. 

In the ‘higher orders this was dif- 
ferent. Life of the parent might be 
continued for a considerable time 
thereafter. This gave an opportunity 
for the more careful nurture of the 
young. , 

There appeared to be in many ways 
a growing difference between the sexes. 
The male was more of a fighter, but 
at the same time the female was ob- 
served to be the more to be guarded 
against at close quarters. 

The subject of the inheritance of ac- 
quired character was at present a bat- 
tle ground of evolution. An “acquired 
character’? was one formed after birth 
by experience, activity or training. 
The question of how much was really 
acquired and how much was inherited 
—— one which was far from being set-

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


The Immigration Question the Subject of Dis- 
cussion. 

There was an animated discussion of 

an old but ever-interesting question at 

the First Methodist Church last 


Wedtiestay evening under the auspices 


of the Epworth League. The first 
Wednesday in the month is always de- 
voted to current topics, Rev. Dr. 
Campbell being president of this de- 
partment of the league. Various enter- 
taining subjects have been discussed 
from time to time, but none of a more 
instructive character 
than that on “The Evils of Immigra- 
tion,” as presented by Leslie Hewitt 
last Wednesday evening. Mr. Hewitt 
gave a clear-cut analysis of the situa- 


tion and pointed out its threatened / 


dangers from a social, industrial, polit- 
ical and moral standpoint. He took the 
position that it is high time to re- 
strict the tremendous tide of immigra- 
tion of foreigners who have nothing in 
common with our own people or of 
those elements which go to make up 
the loyal American citizen. Unless it 
is checked we will shortly find our- 
selves, not Americans, but composite 
Europeans instead. According to sta- 
tistics there are now 4,000,000 more for- 
eigners than native stock in America. 
The question soon will be, therefore, 
not what will we do with foreigners, 


a rather what will they do with us? 


Sweet followed and, for the 
sake of argument, took the opposite 
side of the question, but wound up like 
a patriotic American by saying that 
his idea of keeping America and her 
citizens unpolluted would be to build 
a wall so high and strong and thick 
that no foreigner could scale it. His 
remarks were very interesting and 
gave evidence of a remarkable memory 
reaching back beyond the limits of 
most people.

The Question of Securing Land by Condem- 
nation for Elysian Park Discussed 
at Length—Routine 
Business. 


A meeting of the Park Commission 
was held yesterday morning at which 
a number of members of the City Council 
were present. 

Superintendent Legrand was re 
quested to submit plans for a lily basin 
at St. James Park. 


The question of securing land by 
condemnation proceedings, the land to 
be added to Elysian Park, was consid- 
ered. It was explained that as the 
matter at present stood there was a 
good deal of land, even in the center of 
the park, that belonged to private par- 
ties. The land thus belonging te pri- 
vate parties is in the valleys, while 
the portions in the same neighborhood 
belonging to the city are largely the 
hilly territories. The question of con- 
demning the land and acquiring it by 
voting bonds was talked of. Some of 
the gentlemen present said it would 
h i likely the bonds would fail to carry 
if put before the people at the present 
time. Others argued that if in voting 
the bonds a ceftain fixed portion of 
them were to be understood to be for 
the cost of making improvements in 
the park, they would be likely to carry. 
Such improvements would mean work 
for some of those needing it, and a 
proposition of that sort would be heart- 
ily. ind ‘a large number of 
voters. 

It was suggested that if such a bond 
election were to be called it would be 
a good scheme to have it called on the 
same day as the bond election for 
additional school buildings, as at pres- 
ent talked of. The impression appeared 
to prevail that there would be no legal 
objection to holding both elections on 
the same day and thus saving a consid- 
erable expense if it were desired to 
do so. 

It was finally arranged that the mem- 
bers of the Council should be invited 
to accompany the Park Commissioners 
on a trip to Elysian Park leaving the 
City Hall at 9 o’cleck this morning. 
By so doing an opportunity will be 
given to look over the land which it is 
proposed shall be agquired by condem- 
nation proceedings. 

The contract with Peter Keenan for 
the construction of a boathouse at West- 
lake Park was approved.

DWARFING TREES IN JAPAN. . 


In Case of Pines the Process Requires Ten 
Years tor Completion. 

The art of dwarfing plants is so little 
known in other lands that a short de- 
scription of its process is given by 
The pines may 
truly be Considered the most impor- 
tant of all trees in Japan, and great 
care is taken in their cultivation and 
preservation. They are generally grown 
from seed, and great care is taken toa 
select the choicest quality of seed. In 
the spring of the second year, when 
the seedlings are about eight inches 
in height, they are staked with bamboo 
canes and tied with rice straw, the 
plants being bent in different desirable 
shapes. In the next fall they are trans- 
planted to richer soil and are well fer< 
tilized. In the following spring the 
plants are restaked and twisted and 
tied in fanciful forms. This mode of 
treatment is given until the seventh 
year, when the trees will have as- 
sumed fairly large proportions, the 
branches being trained in_ graceful 
forms and the foliage like small crowns 
of dense green. The plants are now 
taken up and placed in pots one and 
a half feet in diameter, and are kept 
well watered every succeeding year; 
great care must be taken to keep new 
shoots pinched tack. After another 
three years of this treatment the trees 
are virtually dwarfed, there being no 
growth thereafter. The dwarfing of 
bamboo is another important branch 
of the Japanese nursery business. A 
few weeks after the shoots begin to 
grow, and when the trunks measure 
about three inches in circumferenca 
and five feet in height, the bark is re- 
moved, piece by piece, from the joint, 
After five weeks, when the plants get 
somewbat stout, the stem is bent and 
tied in. After three months, when the 
side shoots grow strong enough, they 
are cut off five or six inches from the 
main trunk, they are then dug up and 
potted in sand. Care should be taken 
not to use any fertilizer, but plenty cf 
water should be given. Cut off thy 
large shoots. every year in May of 
June, and after three years the twigs 
and leaves will present admirable yel- 
low and green tints.

Suicide at a Los Angeles-street 
Lodging-house. 


Charlies Maurer, an Insane German, Ends 
His Troubles—Ne Nas Been Men- 
tally Unbalanced for Some 
Time Past.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


—~—-- 
The Amount of Our Products Used in the 
Large Eastern Cities. 

(San Francisco Chronicle:) 
indusiry of California is assuming such 
large proportions that the problem of 
finding a profitable market for the 
increasing product is a matter of great 
concern throughout the State. This 
year the shipments East largely ex- 
ceeded those of last’ year, but prices 
ranged lower. Nevertheless, a consideér- 
able quantity did not find a market. 
In reviewing the situation, W. H. Mills, 
vice-president of the State Board of 
Trade, has analyzed the fruit-shipments 
ments to different cities for the Chron- 
icle as follows: 

Under proper rates of transportation 
and with adequate expedition, the 
green fruit market of the Bast is to 
become one of the chief sources of profit 
to the orchardist and vineyardist of 
California. That the Eastern market 
for green fruit has not been thought- 
fully or judiciously explofted the statis- 
tical facts of the season ending October 
31 of the present year amply illustrate. 
The statements showing the number 
of carloads shipped, the names of the 
cities to which consignments were made 
and the relative population of those 
cities, prove conclusively that the East- 
ern market for the green fruit of Cali- 
fornia has not been either thoughtfully 
or systematically developed. 

Its growth has been largely the re- 
sult of accident. The growers and ship- 
pers appear to have had no voice in 
the symmetrical development of this 
market, and appear to have been con- 
tent with the idea of sending fruit 
Kast to already existing markets, and 
in this way often producing a glut in

ORANGE COUNTY. 


An Important Ruling by Judge 
Towner. 


Justices of the Peace Not Entitled to Fees, 
Except Where a Fine is Imposed, 
from Which They Can 

Be Paid. 


According to the ruling of Judge Tow- 
ner Thursday, in the case of the People 
vs. Justice of the Peace George F. Free- 
man, an entirely new phase is placed on 
the matter of handling the tramps in this. 
and many other counties of a sinfilar 
class throughout the State. The point 
was raised whether or not the $3 fee 
charged by justices in.cringinal.eases has 
ever been a legal *charge ahd,. upon 
further investigation, Judge Towner ruled 
in his‘instructions to the jury, that the 
fees in criminal cases snould come out 
of the .fine imposed, and, if there was 
no fine, then there was no _ fee. 
The Board of Supervisors of. this 
county and of many other counties in the 
State have been regularly allowing this 
fe4 to ‘justices of the peace for years 
past, but this ruling will, no doubt, be the 
means of putting a stop to the payment 
of further claims of a similar kind. This 
question affects almost all the justices in 
the State, and the law pertaining to it 
dates back to the original fee bill enacted 
in 1851. An action may be berun to re- 
cover that portion of the money paid to 
the justices, which is not beyond the 
statute of limitation, but further than 
that it appears that the people of the 
State of California are ‘in the soup” to 
the extent of thousands of dollars paid 
every year as fees to the iustices before 
whom vagrants have appeared and been 
dealt with in the discretion of the court. 
On .the other hand, if there are no fees 
in such cases, the justices may refuse t 
handle the hordes of tramps w 
by seeking to avoid finding .work} and 
then the question swould be still 
perplexing. Judge owner finished 
charge to the jury in the Freeman case 
shortly after 4 o’clock, wher that 
was locked up for deliberation. 

After being out four hours, the jury 
was discharged. It is understood that 
they stood evenly divided on conviction 
and acquittal. The prosecution agreed to 
have the jury discharged, as under the rul- 
ing of the judge, the matter of justices’ 
fees had already been done away with, 
and that had so far been a bone of con- 
tention in the case. The case was prac- 
tically won by the prosecution. Consta- 
hles and justices hereafter will receive no 
fees in criminal cases except from those 
in which fees are collected, nit

OTHER COURT BUSINESS.

The testimony of all 
witnesses examined went to show 
that Gilmore had deliberately committed 
suicide by drowning, and the jury brought 
in a verd to that effect. 

The dead man's domestic life had been 
anything but felicitous. Two years ago 
his wife, a daughter of Mrs. Starr, sepa- 
rated from him, on account of his habit- 
ual intemperance, since which 
had never ceased to badger her for money 
to spend in drink, the lady possessing 
property in her own right, her husband 
having lost through drunkenness every 
cent he ever owned. Recently, through 
her lawyer, W. P. Butcher, Esq., she in- 
stituted a suit against her late husband 
for divorcee, alleging cruelty, abuse and 
habitual drunkenness. For many fears 
the deceased had been a moral and phy- 
sical wreck, eking out -his miserable ex- 
istence by appealing to the charity of 
Masons, on the strength of his connec- 
tion with a lodge in Missourt twenty or 
more years back. Mr. Butcher and other 
Masons had moved htat Andrew G)lmore 
be struck from the rolls of the brother- 


hood, as unworthy, and a disgrace to 
the order. With this last means of sat- 
.istving his craving for drink,. after his 


w.fe obtained a divorce, shut off, it is 
a matter for but little surprise to thoge 
acquainted with the late Andrew Gilmore 
that he should have ended an existence 
at onee a troment to himself an@-an an- 
novance to all connected with hhn. Qn 
two previous oceasions the suicide had’ 
attempted his life. Onee he lay across a 
railway trestle near the depot, but was 
espied by the engineer, who stopped the 
train in time to avoid running over him. 
Later, he procured opium, took sufficient 
to kill six men, and the overdose acted 
as an emetic, baffling again his intent.

A French house ~which 
casts. envious eyes on the 
ican -market has to “push” ita 
wine to get it sold here, The 


agents resort to all sorts of expedients ta 
sell their wine here. They give prizes “ty 
head’ bartenders, siewards, etc. ey 
ate ‘demand by asking Tor 
certain brands in-hotels and restaurants: 
where that particular brand is not-in: 
stock. They employ their _men. to 
“make the rounds” and do the .same 
thing. When they are in a crowd they_or- 
der their own brand, pay for it and make 
the rest of the party drink it. Phen, of 
course, the next man who orders.-calis- 
for the same. wine. This “pushing” .-of 
wines makes it impossible to judge. of 
the American taste for any particular 
champagne. One brand may be “pushed”

LAND OF MYSTERY. 


The Pahrump Valley and Its Curious Tribe 
of Indians. 

One of the most peculiar and inter- 
esting places on the American conti- 
nent is just being opened up. The 
section lies across the diagonal line 
that forms the southern boundary vi 
the State of Nevada, spreading into 
California and reaching clmnst to the 
line of the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road. The old ‘49ers passed threugh 
this section during the California gold 
excitement. Many perished . from 
thirst and the remains of their wagons, 
such as the tires and other iron purts, 
may be found strewn about the val- 
leys. Near Resting Springs a man 
by the name of Lee has a ranch, an In- 
dian wife and a family of eight chil- 
dren. Not far from there is what is 
believed to be the famous Gunsight 
mine. One of the pioneers in passing 
through that section picked up a 
piece of lead, almost pure, and made a 
sight for his gun with it. It was so 
rich that when he told the story in 
civilization prospectors started out to 
locate it. The fact of the siinilarity of 
all the valleys led many astray and 
they perished from thirst. Mis descrip- 
tion of the spot applied to so many 
spots that no one has ever been able 
to accurately locate the mine, but the 
present owners believe they have found 


Se 

The valley adjoining that which is 
the route of the Nevada Southern is 
called Pahrump. It is described by the 
Denver Republican as the principal one 
of them all for gold and silver and lea 
mines. Up in the valley, which is one 
of those dry, barren sand gulches be- 
tween two perpendicular walls of rock, 
is the Mesquite stamp mill. On one 
side is the Keystone gold mine, from 
which $90,000 has been extracted. Up 
at the head of the valley is the Mont- 
gomery gold district. Several miles 
above the mill is the Pahrump Springs, 
where a hardy pioneer has settled in a 
beautiful oasis and reared a family. 
Those who have visited the family say 
that away off there, imprisoned by 
canyon walis and sandy deserts, is the 
most beautiful. woman in the West. 
She is one of nature’s queens and her 
fame for beauty is spreading quite rap- 
idly since grim civilization placed his 
foot in the Pahpump Valley. The Pah- 
rurap Valley has not been wnoted 
for jits civilization. A band of 
renegade Indians —a mixture of 
the Mojaves, Chingowayras and 
Piutes, all of which inhabit that 
country—have settled in it. They once 
had a chief and when he died his son 
was the candidate for chieftainship. 
The tribe did not want him,-and would 
not elect him, so they went without a 
head, but not for long. Tecopa ste 
into the job and has since held it, 
and is looked up to as the chief. Chief 
Tecopa’s attire consists of a plug hat 
and an old striped shirt. Once in a 
while he wears trousers, but very sel- 
dom. When Mr. Blake went there 
Chief Tecopa said that he owned all 
that country, and that his consent was 
necessary before any railroads could 
be built. His consent could be bought 
for a plug hat and a red striped shirt. 
These being promised over a pipe, Te- 
copa allowed the white chief to proceed 


with his railroad.
